Berlin, Oct. Yl.—The 
newest 
and 


largest of the Zeppelin war airships 
'the "L-1I" was destroyed in mid air 
by aa explosion at 10:15 o'clock this 
morning. All but one of the twenty- 
seven military men on board, includ- 
ing the entire admiralty trial board, 
were killed. 


The new 
Zeppelin airship "L-ir 


exploded in the air near Johannesthal 
today and was completely wrecked. 


Conducting Final Trial. 


About thirty persons were aboard 


the airship. The party included the 
.entire admiralty trial\ board headed 
'by Commander Behnisch, conducting 
the final trial prior to the acceptance 
of the new craft as part of the new 
German" aerial navy. 


The crew was under command of 


Lieutenant Freyer of the navy and 
Ctptiiin Gluth, one of Count Zeppe- 
lin's veteran dirigible piloi.s. 


The airship exploded at 10:15 a. 


in. this morning while it was ovci 
the outskirts of Johanr.es1b.al sailing 
at a height of about 900 feet.

Exact Cause Unknown. 


The exact cause of the accident it) 
unknown. Thr: dirigible had just lett 
its shed and had traversed barely u 
qv.arter of a mile in the direction or 
Berlin. 
Spectators suddenly saw a mighty 
pillar of fire shoot from the middle 
of the balloon and the next instant 
the craft was a mass of flame, plung- 
ing to earth burying those-aboard be- 
neath its wreckage.; The name ancl 
exifct" number 
of victims, 
however, 
could not be attained directly after 
the accident. 
Following so shortly upon the dis- 
aster of September 9th last, when a 
r-imilar craft 
just launched for the 


navy as "L-II" was destroyed in a 
hurricane with a loss of fifteen men, 
the news of today's catastrophe has 
caused consternation 
in aeronautical

There 
will be no free water under munici- 
pal ownership and the fixed charges, 
with

heavy bonded debt, which 


somebody must pay, will make cheap 
water out of the question. 


The point made by the city attor- 


ney on a bond .issue, is well taken, 
and before the city assumes a liabil- 
ity of several hundred thousand dol- 
lars, it is well to make some sort of 
provision for payment, and at the ex- 
pense of another election, if neces- 
sary. In fact, the bonds could not be 
floated without this precaution.

Examinations for the 
position of 
Highway 
Commissioner 
in 
Rock 
county will be--Conducted by the Wis- 
consin Highway Commission at the; 
court house in this city, commencing 
at 10 a", m., Friday, October 31. This 
is in accordance 
with the law as 
amended 
by the 
last 'legislature 
which provides 
that hereafter 
all 
highway 
commissioners must be ap- 
pointed from lists furnished by the 
commission after an' examination of 
applicants for the position. The two 
having the highest standing will be 
certified for 
appointment and 
from 
these the county. . .authorities must 
select, unless neither 'of the two will 
accept the position. 
Then the per- 
son standing third may be chosen. 
The Commission has found that in 
some counties the men appointed as 
highway commissioners 
are entirely 
incompetent and in other instances 
that they are grossly neglectful. Five 
have been asked to: resign because of 
incompetence or neglect of duty. The 
names have not yet been made public 
but should any of the number refuse 
to heed the request of the commis- 
sion charges 
will be filed against 
them and they will be removed for 
cause.
